Thomas Estrada Paliua, head of the 

Juitaiu this city, said: "It is sad and 
leartreudiug for men who lore liberty 
•nd an •aaiflcing their liTes for it to 
>ee that at the verj moment when tho 
European nations are InterreninK in or- 
der to protect the Armenians and would 
not pennit the Turin to shoot any Cre- 
tonst here, in free America, and at tho 
Tery doors of the United States, which 
rbphtly oonsidAr themselres protectors 
of the rights of men, prisoners of war 
ore pnbudy and daily shot in Havauii. 
Yesterday's cable news informs ns of u 
bntchery of 61 at a time. 

"This contrast is so much the more 
incomprehensible and shocking because 
the Cubans hare on organised goveru- 
ment of their own and a fighting army 
of more than 60,000 men, which, al- 
though able to take retaliatory mea8ure.s, 
dealt with the war prisoners they cap- 
tared in a humane and generous wu5 
anl set them free anconditiouolly. " 

Colonel Sangnilly was of the opinion 
that Qeneral Weyler was tryiug to 
give tho Spanish anthorities a pretext to 
recall him. "He sees," remarked Col- 
onel Sanguilly, "that it iu oseloss to at- 
tempt to crush t^e rubeilion, and ho 
wants to maintain his repotation."

army in the capacity of correspoudout 
for a Florida newspaper. 

Affldarits proonred hy oonnsei for the 
family of Ctovin go to show that while 
he was with a force of rebels under Ma- 
jor Valencia at Oorredas, near Havana, 
last July, a strong force of Spanish 
troops was encountered and Oorin, who 
was unarmed, and, it is asserted, was 
. noncombataut, surrendered to the Span- 
ish colonel. It is alleged that although 
he was supplied with an American pass* 
port and papers to establish his newspa- 
per connection, ho was executed on the 
day following his capture without an 
opportunity to claim and exercise his 
rights under treaty as an American cit- 
izen.

rittiibure MlDcrs Will Work Fur Fifty- 
Four Cent* iDitPud of .seventy. 

PiTTSBTnto, Sept. 10.— The railroad 
coal miners of the Pittsburg district mot 

here yesterday to consider the advisa- 
bility of voluntarily reducing the min- 
ing lates as a means of retaliation on 
tho nonunion miners, wlio have been 
working at rates lower tlian the district 
price, which is 70 cents per ton. 

Resolutions were almost unanimously 
passed which bind the organized miners 
to voluntarily reduce their own wages 
for tho sake of uniformity from 70 cents 
to 54 cents per ton, the price now paid 
by the New York and Oleveland Gas 
Coal company. 

Th" n.-solutions also authori/.c tlieottl- 
ceis of this district to incct any further 
reduction tlic New Vorii ;iiid Cli'\i'laiiil 
Gas Coal coinixuiy may niak". That 
company has a contract with its men to 
pay 10 i;ents less than t)ic district rate. 

National President I'l-nna. in a speech 
to the di legation advi^ml this action, 
and President Michael Hatchford of the 
Ohio Miners' associaiion, after hear- 
ing tlie discussion on tlic resolutions 
comphniented tlie (iclegates on their ac- 
tion and said a similar movcmont would 
eventually have tu be taken in Ohio.

Thu courtroom was 
well filled. 

Frant84ooked pale and nerrons when 
brought into court He took a seat near 
his counsel, Attorney Van Skoik, and 
folded his his hands, appearing to be iu 
deep thought. 

The court convened some time after 
the appointed hour. 

The witnesses examined were Ckmmer 
Oorbin, Chief of Police Forrell, Charles 
Phillips, who recovered the body; Mrs, 
Bell, the cashier of the Cooper House, 
where Viu Little boarded, and several 
newspaper reporters. 

The attorneys for the defense did not 
go into a thorough cross-examination of 
any of the witnesses and at the con 
elusion of the state's evidence Judge 
Kreitzer announced that the defense 
had no testimony to offer. "That be- 
ing the case," said Judge Dale. "I will 
hold the accused to answer to the grand 
jury on tlie charge of murder iu tho 
first degree." 

Chief Farrell introduceil hut a i>mall 
portion of tho evident " atrain.^t the ac- 
cused. He is too shrewd an otiicer to 
show his hand at thi.-< ^tage of tlie pro- 
ceedings. Tho evidi'iic" ai llie liearin;.?

Last evening about 6:^0 o'clock tha offi- 
cers accosted them in the woods, and 
while thu desperadoes tried to get their 
weapons Cole and Ball fired. Two 
loads of buckshot were fired into 
Thresher's body, while Panther was 
shot with a repeating ritle. Tho two 
nu n were tho worst in Alabama and 
large rewards were hanging over their 
heads.

Hands With the Next 
President. 



Democracy's Day in Old Mays- 
villc—Mr. Bryan's 
Speech* 



At a low Mtimtte 10,000 p«ople itood 

in the mud i\in\ driving rain at the in- 
tersection of Third and Market streets 
for more than an hour last night to greet 
and bear Hon. William Jennings Bryan. 

It was the largest poUtieal gathering in 
the liistory of the city. 

And wliat would it have been if the 
weather bad been at all favorable? 

The day dawned with dark cloods 
scudding across the sky, and befcjre s 
o'clock a heavy rain storm set in. This 
waa luUowed by frequent showers all 
through the day, and the weather oould 
not have been man onfaTorable for an 
out-door meeting. 

But the rain didn't keep the i)eople 
away. Tliey began arriving early, in 
boggiee, oarriagei, omnibneee, on horse 
back and steamboats and trains. 

The first special came in over the C 
and U. siiortly after noon with the Dover 
and Minenra Bryan Olnbe. They num- 
bered iOO or 800, and headed by Captain 
James Wilson and Fluharty'a band they 
marched up Second to Market and then 
to the grandstand. Shortly afterwards a 
Cincinnati special with ten ooaohes 
packed and jammed pulled in. On board 
were the Silver Club of Cincinnati. Two 
special trains from Huntington followed 
soon afterwards, and these were also 
packed and jammed with enthusiastic 
crowds. By 4 o'clock Market street, from 
Front to Third, with its mass of humanity 
presented a scene seldom witnessed in 
old Uaysville. 
The morning L. and N. train l)rought 

in over 200 people, and the special came 
in late with six ooaohes packed full. 
This special was delayed by an accident 

and had to side track at Nepton to allow 
the Bryan special to t)ass it. 

The Silver Wave brought down over 
800 people from Vanedl>arg and way 
points, and the Rome-Portsmouth packet 
also had a big crowd. The M. F. Wells 
came in from above at 10 a. m. witli 150 
people and then went on to Augusta and 
returned in the afternoon with 160 more. 

Some parties in the afternoon estimated 
the crowd as high as 15,000. With good 
weather the attendance would have been 
twiee what it was. 

Col. W. LaRue Thomas, nominee for 
Congress, opened tiie speaking at the 
Third and Market street stand about 2:30 
o'clock, and wia repeatedly applauded 
and oheend. Hi was followed by Hon. 
G. A. Cassidy and Air. A. D. Pnmphrey, 
of I'K miug, the venerable Judge Joseph 
Alexander, of Sliarpsburg, Hon. James 
P. Allen, of Fleming, and Congressman 
Al IJerry, of Newport, and Hon. W. A. 
Byron, of IirooksviUe. As is well known, 
the latter has been one of Bracken's 
leading Bopnblioans for yean. He was 
their nominee two or three years ago 
again-!t Commonwealth's Attorney Saliee, 
and has lead the G. O. P. in several cam- 
paigns in Bracken. He made an en- 
tbusitttio speech for Bryan and free 



coinage, and waa enlhusia^tically clieereil 
and applauded. Those who beard him 
pronounce hie speech one of the best of 

the ilay. ' Tli^ conversion to the cause of 
Bryan and free coinage has canned a \i\it 
sensation in political circles in Bracken 
County. 

During the afternoon the court house 
was crowded with htdies and gentlemen 
who were entertained with speeches by 
Bon. Chilton A. White, of Oeorgetown, 
0., Col. A. 0. Stanley, of Flemlngsburg, 
and others. 

Before 0 o'clock, the crowd began as- 
sembling at Third and Market, all eager 
to tret close to the stand where Mr. Bryan 
would «pcak. In a .short time the stand 
was surrounded by 7,000 or !S,000 people, 
andt then a heavy rain began falling. 
The crowd didn't budge, however. For 
over an hour, packed almost a= (v -c :i« 
sardines in a box, they stood in the luin 
and impatiently waited the coming of 
Bryan. A mighty shont went up when 
the carriages finally a)>peared. It re- 
'Itiired a f^'Hiad of mounted police to force 
an opening to tiie stand, and then it was 
a hard matter to do so. All were clam- 
orous to shake hands with "the next 
President." Mr. Pryan linally reached 
the Stand, and was introduced by Col. W. 
LaRue Thomas. He said :

When people will 
conu' a loiiB ilistftiici' uii'l vtiiml out In tlif rain 
tu Ibtuu to a political spet'cU it shows that thiy 
are daeplr IntMwtad In the Iwaes of the cam 
palgn. lint you are riK'lit. niy frkn<l<, In atlln'. 
that you tiavo a ptTsonal cuuceru lu tbu result < i 
the pieseot oonteat. You cannot arouse the h 
tcrcst of the people until you bring the utie^ttou 
home to each Individual. If you >ay to a inau 
that somebody's house is burulug without con 
nectlng him with the tire he may feel uncou- 
cemed, but If you lay to him " your own bouse 
is oil fire " aud your own lawily in dauifcr. he at 
uaco become* an Interested party. [Applause.] 
If yon on this side are anxious to hear }nst stop 
for a moment. 

I was trylug to call attuatlou to thu fact that iu 
order to Interest one in a subject It must be 

tiri)iij;ht liDiiif to him. I want yoli to urnkT 

.staud that thU mouuy qnssUon is ouu that comes 
home to every one of you ; and yon have an In 

terf«t on oiu' sido or the ottier. ami yon Imve ii 
right to make your ballot protect your iutcrc.-*! 
as you understand It Thaflnaneitraiaamesthe 
right to use his ballot to protect liis intercuts ai 
ho understands those interests, aud you who in 
stead of changing money are produdns wealtl 
and exchanging that wealth for money, have a 
right to use your ballot to secure a lufllctcut 
luiiuiiiu of that money In thu chaunels of trade to 
do biuiuess with. You can make money scare or 
plentiful by legislation. There Is no doubt of It 
that there is no money e.\ee|it that which the 
law creates. If you want some corn you go out 
and produce com, but it you want some money 
yon oamiot go out and create money. Kecause 
the law will put you in the peulteutiary if yon 
attempt to bring one dollar into existence by 
your own act. 

Now, my irleuils, U the goverumcut alone can 
provide money tor the people then It ii the duty 
of the government to provide enonch money for 

the people. [Applause. 1 

If yott-thlnk yon ought to ttave more money 
you shonld elect RepreacuUtlves who believe in 
more money Instead of ,lesa money, It is a ques- 
Uon which you may settle for yourselves. If the 
laws are made by those who profit by having 
money, thoie laws will provide for dear money 
by providing for scarce money. You can make 
money dear whenever you make it icaroe, and 
the people who want money dear will make 
money scarce in order that money may be dear. 
While a dear dollar is a good thing for a man 
who has dollan and buys something with those 
ilollar."!, dear dollars area bad ttiiiiKfora man 
who owes dollars. When a man owes dollars be 
most lell property in order to get those dollars 
to pay Ills debts with. |. Applause.) 

We believe in the free coinage of silver because 
It is B sossiary in order to have an increaaed 
amount of money. There Is not Rold enough in 
the world to lamlih the standard money needed 
for the world's bttsinau. The amount of gold 
used lu the arts is increasing all the time. When 
you take the amount of gold necessary to till 
decayed teeth, to make engagement rings, and 
to use in the Keelay oure. it does not leave 
gold enongh to do business with. [Uughter | 
II there is not gold eiionxli then some other 
metal must be added to it. aud silver has been 
the oompanioB to gold as a money metal from 

the beginning of llic world. During' all tlicsc 
years down to 1»73, gold and silver together have 
formed the slaadaid aoney of the world. And 
from the beginning of our Kovcrnim nl In tills 
country down to 1873, there never was u day but 
that silver ooold be taken to the aiiat and eon- 
verted iato money on the same terms that gold 
eonld be taken there ; and all we ask is that we 
shall reiustato silver as it existed before 1873. 
We are not afraid of a flood of money. I say 
there is no dangsrthat there will be more of gold 
and lUver than we ean nse in the bnsinsss of the 
world. 

When any man who has silver bolUoa can lake 



hi.^ bullion to the mint ami bave it converted in- 
to money for ll.M an ounce and nie that money

Itiit my time l« up. I have only time to suggest 
a few thoughts fur your consideration. I beg you 
to uke this question and study It. Then let 
your ballot* represent what you think will be 
best for your own families, your fellow men. 
your own koo I, I liavo oci iiplcd ail the time 
that I have. I go from here to catch a train at 
Lexington, and It Is only a short time that I can 
be with you. I am sorry that it eonld not bo 
longer. I bave come a long dtstanee out of my 
way to say even these (sw words to yon. 

At the close there waa another rush to 
shake hands with Mr. Hryan. People 
cliuibed over the railing and up on the 
stand, and pressed about him. There 
waa a perfect crush, and when be Anally 
reached his carriage and the horses were 
started, a half dozen or so people were 
iianging on to the vehicle. 

At the depot Mr. Bryan 8too<1 on the 
steps of the coach, and shook hands and 
chatted with the crowd. "Look heie, 
young man, I shook hanJs with you 
once," he remarked to one who pressed 
forward. "You must be a repeater," he 
added, laughingly; "but then this kind 
of repeating doesn't do any harm."

TYNAN' S INTEN TIONS. 

BalsiMral Castla to Ue iiiown Vp Darlnir 
the Csar'K ViHit. 

I,i>\ii( i\, .<i'pt. l.'i.- A report is in cir- 
culation here that it was the intention 
of Tynan, the notorious "Number One" 
now under anest at Eoologne, to per- 
petrate an outrage at Balmoral castle 
during the Tiiiit of the czar to Queen 
Victoria at that place. The rumor is 
probably due to the story told by Tynan 
du:in« his tour of the continent that ho 
was the courier ^^f the queen, intrusted 
with an autograph letter from her maj- 
e>ty to be dauTeved to the ciar at Co- 
penhaf;i'n. 

Among the papers found in i)Mss"ssion 
of bell when ho was arrested at (ilas- 
pow are several telej,'ramH from Tynan, 
in one of which Bell is instructed to 
"come to Boulogne and leave the rotten 
stuff (meaning the explosives) behind.'" 

After being remanded in the police 
court at Glasgow vesterday, Bell was 
removed to jail and locked in a coll. He 
immediately became greatly excited and 
a phy.'-ician was summoned to attend 
him. Tlie Scotland Yard otficials have 
dii-ccted the tJlasgow authorities to send 
Bell to London. Bell had £160 on hia 
person when arretted. 

The police here now admit that the 
man arrested at Rotterdam, whose namo 
was first giyen as Wallace, is, in fact, 
John F. Keamey of New York. 

Tynan's mother and her son, who are 
Uving at Kingstown, near Dablin, de- 
clare that they never knew of his move- 
ments and that they supi)osed he was 
canvassing for the KepaLucan party in 
the United States, uis mother was 
preparing 'to go to New York to see 
him. 

A dispatch from Boulo^jne to the Asso- 
ciated Press says that Tynan spent Sat- 
nrday evening in the b;ir of tne hotel 
drinking and standing for drinks freely 
and talking politics. He retired to bed 
intozicatecrat 8 o'clock in the morning. 
He was still under the influence of 
drink when he was arrested and lu' as- 
sumed his innocence until Detective In- ' 
speutor Walsh recounted him uU his | 
recent movements, when be adu^Med 

his identity.
